Bethel had its usual Memorial 
exercises which opened Sunday 
morning when, the members of 
Brown Post, Brown Relief Corps, 
Sons of Veterans, school children 
and a large body of citizens met in 
union Memorial services at the Con¬ 
gregational church. An interesting 
and able Memorial sermon was de¬ 
livered by the pastor of the Uni- 
versalist chui'ch, Rev. A.D. Colson. 
Excellent music was furnished by 
a chorus made up from the choirs 
of the various churches under the 
leadership of Prof, W. S. Wight. 

Memorial day was all that could 
be hoped for, just cool enough for 
comfortable marching. As previ¬ 
ously arranged, the veterans met 
early at Relief Corps Hall and 
were detailed for services at the 
various cemeteries in and around 
Bethel. In the forenoon detach¬ 
ments were sent to East Bethel, 
Middle Intervale, West Bethel and 
Mason, where exercises, consisting 
of selections by the school chil¬ 
dren and remarks by pastors of 
churches, and veterans were held. 

At 1.00 p. m. the veterans, 
Woman’s Relief Corps, school chil¬ 
dren and citizens met again in 
front of Relief Corps Hall and 
marched to the music of the Bethel 
drum corps to Woodlawn cemetery, 
where very pretty exercises 
by the Woman’s Relief Coi'ps and 
school children were held ; after 
which ranks wei'e broken and 
flags and wreaths were placed on 
the graves of the departed soldiers. 

This year, perhaps more than 
ever before, the occasion reminds 
us of the brevity of life, as we 
notice the thinning out of the 
ranks of the old soldiers. Never 
before have we seen so short a pro- 
cesssion on the march to Wood- 
lawn cemetery, and we are remind¬ 
ed that the time is soon at hand 
when others must come forward 
ana take their places in the keep¬ 
ing of Memorial day ana paying, 
the Memorial tributes to the 
heroes who went to the front and 
gave their lives to uphold the 
nation’s flag and the nation’s 
honor. 

It is interesting to know that 
there is a movement on foot for 
the organization of an order of The 
Sods of Veterans in Bethel. Cer¬ 
tainly all who are eligible to be¬ 
come members of this organiza¬ 
tion, should do so, and all Jiberty- 
loving citizens of our town and 
country, should be quick to ap¬ 
preciate the importance of a 
proper and lasting observance of 
Memorial day. It is a duty which 
we not only owe the soldiers who 
fought for our country to perpetu¬ 
ate their memory, but it is also a 
duty which we owe our country in 
keeping alive^his keen enthusiastic 
patriotism which means so much 
to a good healthy citizenship. 
May all who are exigible attend 
the meeting for the organization of 
the order of The Sons of Veterans 
to be iiexd at Relief Corps Hall, 
next Saturday evening. 

At 7.30 the various oi’ganizations 
met at Relief Corps Hall and 
marched to the Congregational 
chui'ch for the.dual exercises ot 
the day. After several selections 
of fitting music by the same chorus 
which turnished the music for 
Sunday morning, and prayer by 
Rev. C. N. Gleason, Comrade True 
presented Richard Gatley of Port¬ 
land as the speaker of the evening. 
Mr. Gatley served during the Civil 
war in the navy and upon request 
of the committee, he confined his 
remai'ks to the work of the navy. 
He stated at the Start that he was 
not a Memorial orator, that the 
valiant services of the “boys in 
blue” upon the land was an oft re¬ 
peated story, and that he would 
confine himself to the record made 
by the navy during those four 
years of carnage; and in his re¬ 
marks he gave, in as much detail 
as time would allow, the work as¬ 
signed to the ttavy, picturing the' 
awful scenes through which they 
passed and giving the results of 
their efforts.

How Stamps Are Made. 

Situated at Washington, within 
the shadow of the ‘‘Washington 
Monument,” stand the “bureau of 
engraving and printing,” Uncle 
Sam s giant stamp-mint. The 
average number of stamps printed 
per day is between ten and tweuty 
millions; but under stress of un 
usual conditions when the great 
print shop is going night and day, 
as high as forty million stamps 
have been printed in twenty-four 
hours. 

The original plate bearing 
stamp design is never used in aetu 
al printing. It is baked very hard 
and then used as a steei die to 
make impressions on soft steel 
and these- last, after hardening 
are used for the pxin-ting. The 
stamps are printed in square 
sheets of four hundred each, and 
ail of the printing is done in one 
room. This room, known as the 
“Bee Hive,” contains over three 
hundred hand presses, and the ink 
is applieu by band to these ma¬ 
chines. 

Gumming the stamps is an im¬ 
portant operation, and innumer¬ 
able precautions are taken to 
make me gum harmless to the 
person who applies his tongue to 
this sticky stuff. The gumming is 
done by an electrical machine, aud 
afterwards the stamps are carried 
by an endless chain through a 
long miniature wooden tunnel 
where the temperature is 130 de¬ 
grees F„ and from which they 
emerge perfectly dry. 

The grade of mucilage is chang¬ 
ed in winter and summer to pre¬ 
vent the stamps from sticking. 
The muciiage is harder in summer 
and softer in winter. The gum is 
prepared by a special formula; 
three large kettles are in the base 
ment of tho building to boil this 
harmless concoction. 

Such is the method of making 
these useful portraits, which cost 
Uncle Sam Jess than 5 cents a 
thousand.

Chinese Gilt Buttons. 

“Chinese gilt” is the trade name 
now given to the dull finished metal 
buttons seen so often on tailor-made 
costumes. If they were bright to be¬ 
gin with they might tarnish and be¬ 
come dull irregularly in spots. But, 
being dull finish to begin with, little 
else is expected of them, and the own¬ 
er of a coat so trimmed will not feel 
constrained to polish up her buttons 
with a chamois cloth. 

Two sizes of these Chinese buttons 
are employed for the jacket of a two- 
piece suit. Larger size of buttons will 
be used in a double row to fasten the 
jacket fronts. If there is a shoulder 
cape it will probably be arranged that 
a row of small Chinese gilt buttons be 
used as a trimming, in single row here 
and there. 

Very often there is a row of these 
dull-finished buttons down the shoul¬ 
der seam, or fastening of the long 
epaulette, which comes from the neck 
band and runs far down the sleeve 
below the shoulder.

HIDDEN TREASURE. 


Unexpected Places Where Fortunes 
Have Been Found by Laborers. 

Hidden treasure has an irresistible 
attraction for the human race, On 
the slightest hint from seer or fortune 
teller someone is sure to dig where 
the buried treasure is supposed to be, 
and disappointment does not dis¬ 
courage another attempt, when an- 
other “tip” is received, Very few 
have ever come upon hidden treasure 
and the few have found it unexpect¬ 
edly. 

Take, for instance, that romantic 
unearthing of 200,000 coins in the bed 
of the River Dove, in Staffordshire, 
seventy-two years ago. Some work¬ 
men were engaged in removing a 
mudbanlc which had formed in the 
center of the river wnen one of them 
was amazed to find on raising his 
spade that it glistened with silver 
coins. 

Attracted by the digger’s exclama¬ 
tions of astonishment and delight, his 
fellowworltmen hurried up, and a mo¬ 
ment later half a dozen men were 
scrambling feverishly filling their 
pockets, their hats and beer cans 
with silver coins, which were worth 
their weight in gold, for they were of 
the time of the first two Edwards 
and had lain in the river for five 
hundred years. That the bulk of the 
treasure trove was ultimately claim¬ 
ed by the Duchy of Lancaster mat¬ 
ters little, for its finders had already 
appropriated scores of thousands of 
the disks. 

Only two years later a few village 
hoys were playing at marbles on Sun¬ 
day afternoon in a field near Bea- 
worth, in Hampshire, when one of 
them caught sight of a piece of lead 
projecting from a cart rut in a rough 
road that crossed the pasture. Tug¬ 
ging at the strip of metal he dis¬ 
closed a hole and through the exposed 
opening he saw a .-Ule of glittering 
coins, bright as if fresh from the 
mint. To fill his pockets and those 
of his playmates was the work of a 
few moments, and so little did the 
youngsters appreciate the value of 
their discovery that on their way 
home they • amused themselves by 
flinging the coins into the village 
pond. 

intimately nearly 7,000 coins were 
recovered from this buried treasure 
chest and they proved to he of the 
reigns of William I and William II 
and in a wonderful state of preser¬ 
vation. 

A similar discovery was made near 
Wetherby, in Yorkshire, when a 
heavy cart passing over a country 
road stuck fast in a rut, and on being 
released disclosed a number of silver 
coins, which had escaped from the 
burst iid of a chest hidden under the 
roadway. It was assumed that the 
chest of coins had been hurled there 
in the perilous days of the civil war, 
and that the gradual .sinking of the 
road and the weight of the passing 
cart had at last brought’ it again to 
the light of day. 

In the year 1846 a most valuable 
deposit of treasure was revealed in 
the strangest fashion at Cuerdale, 
neap Preston, in Lancashire. Some 
laborers were digging near the banks 
of the River Ribble vlien the pickax 
of one ,of them struck something 
harder than earth and more yielding 
than rock. On removing his pick he 
found transfixed at the end of it a 
large ingot of silver. Plying his tool 
with renewed vigor he soon discovered 
wealth, consisting of scores of silver 
ingots, weighing in all over 1,000 
ounces. 

Similar fortune befell a couple of 
laborers who were digging in a ditch 
near Gastonburg, in Somersetshire, 
when they unearthed an ancient chest 
full Of coins of the days of the 
Stuarts. They took samples of the 
coins to a neighboring antiquary of 
wealth, who not only paid the men a 
large sum for their trearure, but pur¬ 
chased a score or more acres of land 
adjacent to the lucky ditch. And here 
the irony of fortune is well illustrated, 
for although the antiquary spent 
thousands of pounds in buying and 
excavating his land, not a single coin 
was discovered beyond those which 
a stroke of the spade had revealed. 

This is the kind of trick fortune 
loves to play on designing man. Not 
very many years ago, when the 
thatched roof of an ancient cottage 
near Ripon was removed a rich nest 
of flve\guinea gold pieces was discov¬ 
ered hidden away under it, When the 
news of this treasure trove catne to 
the ears of a neighboring land owner 
he* was so fired by the lust of gold 
that he forthwith -purchased a dozen 
similar cottages in the district and 
had them all pulled down, hut not a 
solitary coin was found in exchange 
for the $3,600 the experiment cost 
him.

TOPICS OF THE HOUSEHOLD^ 


With an aluminum dish in which to 
cook home made candies, the danger 
of burning is reduced to a minimum. 
Since heat distributes itself equally 
through all parts of the metal, the 
point over the blaze is no hotter than 
are the sides of the utensil. More¬ 
over, an aluminum pan in which to 
cool the mixture requires no oiling to 
keep it from sticking. 

Many confections — notably the 
fudges, creams and pulled bars—are 
at their best when home made. For 
fudge there are about as many for¬ 
mulae as there are women who make 
it, and each pretty surely claims for 
her product the distinction of possess¬ 
ing the most delicate flavor and tex¬ 
ture. 

Molasses candy, less often than 
others, is well made in the home kit¬ 
chen, although when properly treated 
there it is more delicious than the 
professional’s kind. 

Cream candies made of fondant lend 
themselves to great variety. For a 
one toned table in pink, yellow or 
green and white they are easily 
adapted, Pink may he obtained from 
cranberry juice or from the pink col¬ 
oring sold by all grocers, yellow by 
the yolk of eggs or by saffron and 
green from spinach juice or from the 
vegetable coloring sold by grocers. 
Coffee and chocolate give the browns. 


The usual proportions of a cupful 
of cream to two cupfuls of sugar is 
decried by the best fudge makers, 
who hrgld that the less liquid there is, 
and consecuently the less cooking, 
the more delicate the texture of the 
candy. A rule for chocolate fudge that 
has stood a long test calls for half a 
cupful of cream or milk, one cupful 
of granulated sugar, half a cupful of 
coffee “C” sugar or of shaved maple 
sugar, one teaspoonful of vanilla and 
butter the size of a walnut. Use a lit¬ 
tle more butter, if milk and not cream 
is employed. Bring the sugar and min¬ 
or cream to a boil. Add the chocolate 
—there is no need to grate it-and cook 
until the syrup spins a hair or until, 
when coolecftt forms a soft ball in the 
fingers. Stir in the butter and, when 
it has blended, the vanilla, .and beat 
until it begins to grain. Turn the mix¬ 
ture into a pan, and when it has “set” 
sufficiently mark it in squares. 

If cream fudge with nuts is wanted 
use the same proportions, omitting the 
chocolate and vanilla. 

For maple fudge substitute grated 
maple sugar for the granulated and 
coffee “C” sugar and leave out the va> 
nilla. Nuts in the proportion of a 
cupful .of meats to the above rule may 
be used with either the chocolate, 
cream or maple fudge. Butternut 
meats are i’deai for the purpose, but 
can be had in comparatively few com¬ 
munities. A mixture of pecans ’and 
English walnuts is excellent. Fdf 
variety candied Cherries and ebeoanflt 
are some times mixed with them. ' u '

For popcorn crackle pop a big dish- 
pan nearly full of ’perfect kernels! 
then make a syrup of one cupful or 
New Orleans, molasses, half a cupful 
of granulated sugar, a-piece of butter 
the size of a hazleiiut and a table! 
spoonful of vinegar. Boil slowly un- r 
til the mixture spins a hair, or until 
it is brittle when dropped on ice or 
snow. Pour it little by little while' 
hot over the corn, mixing it lightly 
with the kernels until every one has a 
light coating and there is enough to 
adhere lightly to the mass. There 
should he two persons to do this—one 
to poise the kettle, the other, armed 
with two long handled spoons, to keep 
the corn turned over from the bottom: 
The more careful the handling, the 
more delicate the crackle will be. It 
should not be pressed into a cake or 
into balls, When it is coated turn it 
into an oiled punch bowl or other big 
dish and put it where it will get cold 
and brittle. This is at its best the 
day -it is made. 


Leap Year Club. 

The “Leap Year Proposal Club” is 
being formed by the young women of 
Dunkirk. The object of the club will 
he to send written proposals of mar¬ 
riage to the young men favored by the 
dug members. The .club will he on 
the order of a secret fraternity, and 
expulsion will follow the disclosure by 
a member of any of Its secrets.

ings will be held twice a month and 
regular dues will he assessed, The 
rules will also provide that all replies 
to proposals shall he read at the meet; 
ings, whether they are favorable or 
unfavorable. A young man who ac¬ 
cepts one of these proposals will be 
doubly rewarded, receiving not only 
a bride but a check drawn on the club 
treasury With Which to assist him in 
starting housekeeping. The age limit 
for members is from 18 to 50 years.— 
Chicago tribune,

To Restore Flowers to Freshness. 

Faded flowers, if not too far gone, 
may be restored to freshness by this 
simple process. Place the stems ini 
water near boiling point, and let the 
flowers remain till the shivelled petals 
begin to spread out. Then cut off the 
stems and put in lulce-warm water. ■,

WOMEN OF JAPAN. 

The Many Deeds of Patriotism and 

Seif Sacrifice Have Rivaled Those • 
of Spartan Women. 

No nation has a better right to be 
proud of what its women have done 
in wartime than Japan, Even the 
mothers and wives of ancient Sparta 
have been rivalled in deeds of patriot¬ 
ism and self-sacrifice by the women 
of Japan, / 

Id. the feudal times, which'came to 
an end in Japan only thirty years ago, 
all gentlewomen were trained in the 
use of the sword and lar-ce. The wo¬ 
man of the samurai class received a 
tegular jilltary education and if the 
castle of a laimio was besieged, they 
were capable of assisting in the de¬ 
fence if necessary. v 

A noted instance of the martial 
prowess of the Japanese women oc¬ 
curred during the siege of the castle 
of Wakamatsu in I860, Where the Sho¬ 
gun made his final stand against the 
forces of the Mikado. Nearly one thou¬ 
sand women and. girls belonging to 
the families of samurai attached to 
the Shogun fought behind the barri¬ 
cades and on the castle walls. Many 
of them were killed in battle, while 
not a few committed suicide rather 
than undergo the humiliation of de¬ 
feat. 

Yet the Amazonian qualities of the 
Women of old Japan did not detract 
from their womanliness. They were 
tender mothers 1 and loving wives. 
The nursing of the wounded and =ick 
was part of the education of every 
samurai woman. 

With the passing away of the age 
of chivalry in Japan, upon the down¬ 
fall of the Shogtmate, the Japanese 
woman was called upon to face new 
conditions, and how she met these 
conditions is shown in the history of 
the Chinese war of 1895. 

It is a matter of record that some 
10,000 Japanese women volunteered 
to go to the front as nufcses in the 
field hospitals at the outbreak of the 
Chinese war, and’ advices from Japan 
state that the number of women vol¬ 
unteering to go to the front as nurses 
to-day is greater than in 1895. But 
the women who stay at home are not 
lacking in, patriotic devotion. 

There is an ” anecdote concerning 
the mother of the heroic Commander 
Sakamoto,, who was killed on the 
bridge of his ship, the Akagi, at the 
battle of Yalu, which shows how the 
spirit of patriotism flames in the 
hearts of Japanese women. 

An official of the Navy Department 
called on the family of the naval 
officers to convey, as delicately as 
possible, the news of his death. Hav¬ 
ing communicated his tidings to a 
member of the family, he was about 
to depart, • when the shaji slid open 
softly and the aged mother of ,the 
dead commander stagered into the 
room. • ; 

She had been an accidental eaves¬ 
dropper- and had heard all. Trem¬ 
bling with emotion she bowed low 
to the visiting officer and said: 

“Tell the Emperor I rejoice that a 
son of mine has been able to he of 
pome service to him.” 

Some Japanese women refused to 
weer” over their dead, because it 1 was 
considered disloyal to the Mikado to 
Weep for those who had had the honor 
to die fighting for him. When a wife 
or a mother heard that a husband or 
a son-had been killed in battle the first 
expression uttered, was an acknowl¬ 
edgement of the honor conferred upon 
her by the gods in being bereaved for 
the cause of the Emperor. 

To the Western mind such patriot¬ 
ism appears to be fanatic and hard to 
understand. In the light of Japanese 
history it does not seem so strange. 

The spirit of patriotism in the Jap¬ 
anese women of the present genera¬ 
tion is the outgrowth of ages of fr-id- 
alism. The loyalty and devotion 
which the women of past generations 
gave to their feudal family head are 
in the present generation given to 
the Mikado, 

In time of war the Empress of Japan 
sets an example for all the women of 
the country by her activities in be¬ 
half of ail those who are suffering or 
in distress. She may he seen fre¬ 
quently visiting the great military 
hospitals, accompanied by a party of 
court ladies and nobiemen’s wives. 

Following the example of the Em¬ 
press,- all the great ladies of Tokio so¬ 
ciety do what they can to relieve the 
distress and suffering that inevitably 
follow war, There is no class of 
women that does not contribute some¬ 
thing to this cause; even those but¬ 
terflies, the geishas, and the unhappy 
creatures in the Yoshlwaras give 
their share. 

This history of the feudal warfare 
In Japan is replete with Instances of 
the heroism of the women. It often 
happened that the wife of a dalmio 
was called upon to defend the castle 
from attack during tits absence of her 
husband. She was Well qualified for 
the task both by training and experi¬ 
ence. 

Considering what Japan has been 
in the past, it does not seem strange, 
that the Japanese woman of to-day 
should possess a 1 keen martial spirit 
and Intense patriotism, 


Rice Pudding Without Eggs, 
Wash 1 cup rice and let it soak 
two hours in cold water, and then 
drain. Put the rice into a double 
boiler with 1 cup water and cook half 
hour, Then add 1 heaping teaspoon 
salt, 1 cup raisins and 1 quart milk. 
Cook an hour longer, Butter a mold, 
pack the rice in and let stand 20 
minutes.
